“ 17 A. Restoration of ancient 
monument.— Notwithstanding anything 
contained in this Act , the Government may, 
after being satisfied that any ancient 
monument needs restoration , authorize 
and /or permit to carry out such works as it 
deems fit for restoration of such ancient

of Goa in the Sixty -first Year of the Republic of 
India , as follows:

1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1 ) This 
Act may be called the Goa Ancient Monuments 
and Archaeological Sites and Remains 
(Amendment) Act , 2010 . 


( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into 
force on 1st day of March , 2007 . 


“ 17 B. Use of ancient monument. — The 
Government may authorize or permit 
adaptive re -use of ancient monument to the 
extent that it s basic character, 
archaeological , historical and heritage 
value is not affected , so as to enable it 
or any other agency appointed by it , 
to defray maintenance cost of such 
monument through revenue earned from 
such use . " 


2. Amendment of section 2.— In section 2 of 
the Goa , Daman and Diu Ancient Monuments 
and Archaeological Sites and Remains 
Act , 1978 ( Act No. 1 of 1979) (hereinafter 
referred to as the " principal Act ” ), for clause 
( 7 ), the following clause shall be substituted , 
namely : 


4. Amendment of section 30. In section 30 
of the principal Act, after sub - section ( 2 ), the 
following sub - section shall be inserted , 
namely : 
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" ( 3 ) Nothing contained in sub - sections ( 1 ) 
and (2 ) shall apply to any restoration work 
undertaken in accordance with the 
provisions of section 17 A of this Act in 
respect of ancient monument " . 


5. Insertion of new section 32A.- After 
section 32 of the principal Act, the following 
section shall be inserted namely : 


of the said Act , so as to re -define the term 
" maintain " in the said Act. The Bill further 
seeks to insert a new section 17A in the said 
Act so as to empower the Government to 
authorize and / or permit necessary works in 
respect of ancient monument for its 
restoration . The Bill also seeks to insert a new 
section 17B in the said Act so as to empower 
the Government to authorize or permit 
adaptive re -use of an ancient monument for 
defraying it s maintenance cost . Government 
servants , professional and benefactors are 
required to be protected from such legal 
proceedings . The Bill further seeks to insert 
section 32A . 


32A . Cognizance and trial of offence.— ( 1 ) 
No prosecution for an offence punishable 
under this Act shall be instituted except by 
or with the previous sanction of the 
Government . 


" ( 2 ) No Court shall take cognizance of an 
offence punishable under this Act , except 
upon a complaint in writing made by an 
officer generally or specially authorized in 
this behalf by the Government" . 


The Bill also seeks to insert a new sub 
-section ( 3 ) in section 30 of the said Act so as 
to provide that provisions of sub - section ( 1) 
and ( 2 ) shall not apply to restoration work 
undertaken in accordance with the provisions 
of said section 17A . 


Statement of Objects and Reasons 


This Bill seeks to achieve the above objects . 


Financial Memorandum 


The Goa , Daman and Diu Ancient 
Monuments and Archaeological Sites and 
Remains Act , 1978 ( Act No. 1 of 1979) 
(hereinafter referred to as the " said Act" ) in 
its present form , hinders and prevents the 
Government from carrying out restoration , 
renovation , re - erection and re - construction 
of ancient monuments and thereby 
numerous such ancient monuments and sites 
have fallen in ruins.

ACT 


to authorise payment and appropriation of certain further sums from and out of the Consolidated 

Fund of the State of Jharkhand for the services of the financial year 2009-2010 . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Sixtieth Year of the Republic of India as follows: 


1. Short title . — This Act may be called the Jharkhand Appropriation (No. 2 ) Act, 2009 . 


2. Issue of Rs. 22992,36,44,600 out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Jharkhand for 
the financial year 2009-10.— From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Jharkhand 
there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those specified in column 3 of the Schedule 
amounting in the aggregate to the sum of twenty -two thousand nine hundred ninety -two crores , 
thirty - six lakhs, forty - four thousand and six hundred rupees towards defraying the several 
charges which will come in course of payment during the financial year 2009-10 , in respect of 
the services specified in column 2 of the Schedule . 


3. Appropriation.— The sums authorised to be paid and applied from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the State of Jharkhand by this Act shall be appropriated for the services 
and purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the said year.

In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution of 
India , read with section 21 of the General 
Clauses Act , 1897 ( 10 of 1897 ), the Governor 
of Goa hereby amends the Government of 
Goa , Daman and Diu , Office of the 
Commissioner Labour and Employment, 
General Central Service, Group B , Gazetted 
posts , Recruitment Rules , 1983 , published 
vide Notification No. 1 / 22 / 74 -PER (Vol.V ), 
dated 15th April, 1993 , in the Official Gazette , 
Series I No. 5 , dated 5th May , 1983 
(hereinafter called as the " said Recruitment 
Rules" ), as follows, namely : 


( 1 ) In the said Recruitment Rules. 


(i) in the title , the words and figure 
" Daman and Diu " , shall be deleted . 


(ii ) in the schedule appended thereto , 
serial No. 2 , the entries thereof shall be 
omitted . 


( 3 ) They shall come into force from the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette . 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay. 
The number of posts , classification of the 
said post and the scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns ( 2 ) 
to ( 4 ) of the said Schedule : 

Provided that the Government may vary the 
number of posts as specified in column (2 ) of 
the said Schedule from time to time subject 
to exigencies of work . 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other 
qualifications. The method of recruitment to 
the said post, age limit , qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns (5 ) to ( 13 ) of the said 
Schedule . 

4. Disqualification.— No person who has 
entered into or contracted a marriage with a 
person having a spouse living or who, having 
a spouse living , has entered into or contracted 
a marriage with any person , shall be eligible 
for appointment to the service : 

Provided that theGovernment may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule . 

5. Power to relax.— Where , the Government 
is ofthe opinion that it is necessary or expedient 
so to do, it may , by order, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing , and in consultation with 
the Goa Public Service Commission , relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and other 
concessions required to be provided for 
Scheduled Castes and other special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Government from time to time in that regard .
